THE VORAGIOUS PLANTS 


SENSE OF PRESENCE OF OBJECTS 
AT A SLIGHT DISTANCE 


Plants Believed by Solentists to Have 
a Faculty Akin to Animals—The 
Sundew Plant Pursues and Catches 
Flies. 


Without eyes, ears or sense of 
smell, so far as we know, plants are 
apparently affected by the presence of 
objects that do not directly touch 
them, In the case of animals, objects 
produce this effect through the well- 
known senses, but it is hardly prob- 
able that plants have any of these, 
although the discovery of lenses, ana- 
logous to those of the eye, are found in 
leaves of some plants. Yet they must 
have some faculty nearly akin to 
ours, as it clearly shown by the exper- 
iments described by §. Leonard Bas- 
ton, We know now, Mr. Bastor as- 
serts, that plants are able to feel ob- 
jects at a distance. That is to say, 
they act as if they were aware of the 
presence of a certain thing, even 
though they may not be in contact 
at all. He gives as follows a few of 
the most startling cases which have 
come under his notice, says the 
Scientific American. 

Everybody knows that the sundew 
catches flies. The jeaves of this plant 
are covered with tentacles which, be- 
ing very sensitive, close in round the 
captive. But the foliage of the sun- 
dew has another remarkable char- 
acteristic. If a fly is fixed about half 
an inch from any of the leaves a most 
astonishing thing happens. After a 
short interval it is seen that the sun- 
dew leaf has moved perceptibly to- 
wards its victim. Soon the cruel ten- 
tacles have reached the unhappy fly 
and are seen to be slowly moving 
around their prey. There is now no 
chance to escape, and with every mo- 
ment the fate of the insect becomes 
more certain. 

A few feeble wriggles and the fly 
is dead. When one comes to think 
of it, it is very strange that a plant 
should be able to go in pursuit of its 
prey in the manner indicated. Some 
plants are very unscrupulous; unable 
to secure a living on their own ac- 
count, they prey upon the more hard- 
working of their fellows. Such is the 
dodder, a most virulent parasite, 
which, apart from the first few weeks 
of its existence, has no roots or leaves, 
and exists as a blood-sucker on other 
plants. The seed of the dodder germ- 
inates in the soil, and from this arises 
a curious threadlike growth. Now it 
is of vital importance that the young 
dodder should be able to seize hold of 
some suitable host, such as a clover 
plant, for instance. It is strange to 
watch the manner in which this 
threadlike growth works in and out 
among the grass stalks, seeking for a 
victim. When it comes within a cer- 
tain distance of a clover plant the 
dodder grows forward at a very rapid 
pace until a hold is secured. Even 
the sturdiest plant must go down be- 
fore the attacks of the cruel parasite. 
The threadlike shoot is within a few 
weeks multiplied by the thousand, 
and from every point are produced 
suckers which draw away the life- 
giving sap. 


Dighton Probyn Atterds Her 
Whorever She Goes 


Wherever Queen Alexander goes 
the question that is more frequently 
heard than any other is, “Who is the 
dear old gentleman with her majes- 
ty?” Sitting opposite the Queen Moth. 
er in her carriage on all occasions is 
the grand old man with the patriach- 
al white beard, and when on state 
occasions the Victoria Cross catches 
all eyes upon his breast, cursiosity as 
to his personality is great. 

“his is General Sir Dighton Pro- 
byn, V.C., K.C.B,, G.C.V.L, K.C.8.1. 
Though well over 80, this handsome 
military patriarch loses none of his 
youthful ardor when “on guard” over 
the king’s mother, and the high posi- 
tion accorded him in the entourage of 
Queen Alexandra has been well won, 
oct only by many years of faithful 
watchfulness over the destinies of the 
royai family, but by most distinguish- 
ed services to the country as an army 
officer. 

For a long time he was keeper of 
her majesty’s privy purse. Queen 
Victoria’s personal household consist- 
ed of twenty persons. Under King Ed- 
ward the number was cut down to 
twelve. Throughout the reign Sir 
Dighton kept his place, but with the 
accession of King George, and the nec- 
essity of the widowed Queen Alexan- 
dra having old faces to whom she had 
grown attached about her in her sep- 
arate household, Sir Dighton willingly 
relinquished his post in order to give 
the Queen Mother the comfort of his 
presence near her on all state occa- 
sions. And none outside the royal en- 
tourage know how absolutely Queen 
Alexandra’ relies upon the old V.C. 
hero for ensuring her personal com- 
fort and safe conduct in her daily 
jaunts about London and elsewhere. 

Sir Dighton, too, lends consider- 
able eclat to a state progress, for he 
has for many years been one of the 
real ornaments of royal pageantry in 
London, 


OLDEST PARIS NEWSPAPER 


The Journal Des Debats and Napo- 
leon’s Famous News Order 

The oldest newspaper in Paris, the 
Journal des Debats, was ona of the 
cluster of newspapers which sprang 
into being with the beginnings of pop- 
ular government in 1789. 

It was founded by a printer named 
Baudoin, and purported to be, as its 
name shows, a mere chronicle of -pol- 
itical events. Owing to its pungent 
criticisms of men and affairs it soon 
became one of the most influential of 
tke Paris journals. 

In 1805 the paper was compalled by 
Napoleon to change its name and be- 
came the Journal de l’Empire. It was 
in. the course of the correspondence 
which took place between Napoleon 
and the editor, Fievee, on the subject 
of the threatened censorship that the 
emperor gave the order which has be- 
come famous, about the policy of the 
newspaper, “that it should vublish no 
news unfavorable to the government 
until the truth was so well known that 
publication was needless.” 

After Napoleon's retirement to Elba 
the naper resumed its old title. It is 
still edited and printed in the house 
where it was first started, beside the 
church of St. Germain de 1|’Auxerrois, 
from the tower of which the signal 
was given for the massacre of St. Bar- 
tholomew’s eve. Of al the great Paris 
newspapers it has been the least af- 
fected by the modern developments of 
journalism, and its dignified columns 
are an encouragcment to thoughtful 
reflection and a serious study of af- 
fairs.—London Times, — 


_ Analyzing a Raindrop 

Rain water as it leaves the clouds 
is pure. As it passes through the car- 
mosphere it absorbs more or less car- 
bonic ecid gas rnd air, which it car- 
ries with it into the ground. As it 
seeps through the upper soil it will 
generally absorb still more carbonic 
acid gas from teh decaying animal and 
vegetable matter almost ilways pres- 
ent. Should the water fall on insol- 
uble rocks, such as granite or marble, 
it will remain fairly pure, But if it 
passes through a layer of limestone 
the carbonic acid gas which it carries 
will cause it tc dissolve away this 
rock, and as a result bicarbonate of 
lime will be present in the water 
Should ‘+ pass through a layer of sul- 
phate of lime or gypsum, the water 
will contain a large amount of this 
material, ; 

It is generally known that the bi- 
carbonates of lime and magnesia 
when present i- the water form a 
comparatively soft scale; the chloride 
nitrates are apt to cause corrosion, 
and the salts of soda and potash pres: 
ent, while not scale forming, are apt 
to cause foaming when sufficiently 
concentrated.—Power, 


& Pepy’s Library 

Pepy’s library since 1724 has been 
in the possession of Magdalen col- 
lege, Cambridge. Pepys directed in 
his will that his collection of books 
and manuscripts should be transfer 
red on the death of his nephew, John 
Jackson, to either Trinity college or 
Magdalene college, Cambridge, and re- 
quired that the college which received 
the books should submit to an annual 
visitation from the other, the purpose 
of which should be to ascertain wheth. 
er the trust was being worthily fulfill- 
ed. “Could I be sure,” Pepys wrote, 
“of a constant succession of heirs 
from my said nephew qualified like 
himself for the use of such a library. 
I should not entertain a thought of its 
ever being alienated from them.” 


Quaint Old Welsh Custom 

One of the quaintest of all Welsh 
customs is the unsheathing of the 
sword of Taliesin that takes place 
every year on the shores of Llyn Gei- 
rionydd, near Trefriw, north Wales. 
A short distance from the lake is a 
large, flat topped bowlder, supposed to 
have been Taliesin’s pulpit. On this 
rock the old bard, (who is said to have 
flourished about 540 A.D.) performed 
his weird religious rites, and ever 
since the rock has been known as the 
“Court of Taliesin.” Once a year, in 
August, a group of bards assemble at 
the “court”-——the chief bard standing 
on the rock and the others on a circle 
of white stones surrounding it: Here 
the rites are performed solemnly and 
quaintly in the presence of a large 
crowd. The naked sword is returned 
to its sheath when the chief bard 
has ascertained from the people that 
there is peace in the land. The sword 
remained unsheathed during the three 
years of the Boer war. The ancient 
ceremony is followed by witty and 
humorous bardic addresses, recita- 
tions and songs.

Candling Eggs 

Few consumers appreciate the fact 
that the quality of an egg can be 
accurately determined without break- 
ing the shell. The process of candl- 
ing eggs is not difficult, and with the 
view of encouraging consumers gen- 
erally in the art and practice of candl- 
ing the poultry division of the live 
stock branch of the Dominion depart- 
ment of agriculture is distributing 
gratuitously throughout .the country 
in the same manner as bulletins are 
distributed, simple convenient card- 
board egg-candling appliances, These 
may be obtained upon request to the 
live stock commissioner, Ottawa. 

It is not generally known that an 
egg appears semi-transparent when 
held before the light in a darkened 
room, and that, if properly rotated. 
even minor defects may be seen. 
Pamphlets dealing with this matter 
have been prepared, and illustrations 
included showing in detail the char- 
acteristic appéarance of both good and 
bad eggs when being candled. 

The contents of an egg when laid 
completely fill the shell, but as cool- 


ing takes place contraction...occurs, 


and an air space is formed in the 
large end. The yolk is only slightly 
perceptible and readily turns round 
in the albumen when the egg is rot- 
ated. 

A stale or shrunken egg may be 
detected by .the size of the air cell. 
A bad egg is easily recognized through 
the contents having become dark and 
opaque. The size of the air cell, the 
consistency of the albumen, the color 
and mobility of the yolk, and the gen- 
eral transparency of the whole egg 
are the factors most generally recog- 
nized as determining quality. 

The candling of an egg is not 
a difficult process. It requires but 
little skill to tell at a glance the dif- 
ference between good and bad eggs, 
and anyone with practice can learn to 
differentiate between the various 
grades of good eggs. . 

The appliances mentioned abov 
are of two different types, one suit- 
able for use with the kerosene lamp 
and one suitable for use with the 
electric light. Neither the small 
amount of trouble required to secure 
one of these appliances nor the 
amount of labor entailed in candling 
presents any valid reason why the 
public should be obliged to use or ac- 
cept bad or incubated eggs. Storv- 
keepers will find it to their advantage 
to acquire facility in candling, and it 
is recommended that every housewife 
should provide herself with one of 
these simple candling appliances, by 
the diligent use of which she may 
safeguard her family from many un- 
pleasant occurrences at the break- 
fast table. F

The “Twopenny Detective” is Often 
Employed in England 


Detectives, lawyer's clerks and oth- 
ers often éxperience great difficulty 
in obtaining an undoubted specimen of 
a certain per-on’s signature. In one 
case recourse had to be had to a mar- 
riage register. In another the only 
signature procurable was on the fly 
leaf of a book which the suspect had 
presented to a relative, and only two 
or three years ago a testimonial to a 
sea captain was brought into court, 
because among the signaturcs to it 
was one for which the police had long 
hunted in vain. 

One of the most common expedients 
resorted to for overcoming this diffi- 
culty is employing the “twopenny de- 
tective’—that is, sending a registered 
letter to the person whose signature 
is wanted. And this is frequently 
successful. Thinking the postal pac- 
ket contains money or valuables, the 
addressee unsuspectingly signs the re- 
ceipt only to discover that inside the 
envelope there is nothing but a “‘fak- 
ed” letter. 

This trap once caught an anonymous 
letter writer—a woman—who, on be- 
ing- interrogated shortly »efore, had 
declared that she could not write, and 
whose friends believed her to be il- 
literate. It was, in fact, mainly in- 
strumental in getting her six months’ 
imprisonment. 

The receipt for a registered letter, 
{t should be carefully noted, is not 
given up to anybody, but can be ob- 
tained only in certain cases to further 
the ends cf justice.—London Tit-Bits. 


HOW TREES EAT 


They Seem to Digest Their Food Be- 
fore Abscrbing It 


Every gardener knows that a tree 
can be fed and made to grow with in- 
creased vigor. If proper nourishment 
in the form of humus, nitrogen, phos- 
phate, etc., be placed about its roots 
the tree wil absorb this food and grow 
rapidly and strongly. 

But how the tree feeds is somewhat 
more difficult to explain. In all prob- 
ability the tree digests its food first 
and consumes it afterward. Certain it 
is that the average tree has no means 
of consuming food as a whole as mem- 
bers cf the animal kingdom absorb it. 
It is well known that the larvee of 
certain insects digest their food first 
and consume it afterward. Observa- 
tion would indicate that this is exactly 
what the tree does. The tiny rootlets 
act on the substances in the earth, dis- 
solvihg and breaking them up so they 
can be absorted through the root 
pores. In order so to be taken up the 
chemicals must be in liquid form and 
devoid of all waste. 

The cnd of ea-h root is armed with 


a horny- substance; with which it can 


burrow through the hard soil in search 
of food. When food is found it is dis- 
solved into a liquid and absorbed by 
the root fibres, From the root the food 
is carried by the sap tc all parts of 
the tree.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

A‘rlies” has been robbed of a chance 
of giving his supernatural warning. 

According to the legend of UCart- 
achy Castile, which is in Forfarshire, 
the death of an Barl or Countess of 
Airlie is heralded by the faint sound 
of drumming, sometimes accompanied 
by soft music up and down the corri- 
dors of the castle. 

There are many stories of the origin 
of the Airlie ghost, but the true ver- 
sion, according to the family records, 
is also the most gruesome. 

Hundreds of years ago one of the 
Harls of Airlie, a man of black pas- 
sions, quarrelled with a friend, who, 
anxious for reconciliation, sent a 
drummer boy with a message to Cor- 
tachy Castle. But the Barl of Air- 
lie not only flouted his friend's ad- 
vances, but ordered the drummer boy 
to be fastened into his own drum, 
and flung from the battlements of the 
ce stle, 

The drummer spent his last mom- 
ents in putting a comprehensive curse 
on the Airlie family, and when the 
wicked Barl was on his deathbed a 
few years later a faint drumming was 
heard round the castle. 

Ever since the sound of the drum 
has heralded the death of an Earl of 
Airlie. 

There were two well-authenticated 
cases of death following close on the 
sound of the drum during the last 
century and old retainers .of the 
family declared that they heard the 
drummer just before the late Earl 
was killed in the South African war. 


Scientific Explanation of the Cause 
of Lightning—Character of Light 
ning May be Judged From Its Own 
Report of Proceedings. 


Lightning is the glare of a prodig- 
ious electric spark that is turned 
loose from some place no longer 
strong enough to hold it and forms @ 
tremendous blazing arc as it leaps 
from cloud to cloud or from cloud 
to earth. The little spark of a labora- 
tory machine makes a cracking noise, 
and the gigantic one in the sky makes 
& correspondingly great one as it 
tears through the air and sets up vi- 
brations of tremendous intensity. 

But it is noticeable in a thunder 
storm that the ihunderclaps are of 
very different loudness and quality of 
sound. The length and strength of @ 
thunder peal as a meteorologist points 
out in Knowledge, depend mainly on 
the size of the accompanying lightn- 
ing discharge, but»the loudness and 
sharpness of the crack that comes be- 
fore the peal depend chiefly on the 
direction taken by the electric cur 
rent relative to the hearer. 

The first crack or rending noise 
comes from the flash itself; the peal 
that follows consists of echoes from 
the clouds or mountain sides when 
hills are near. Furthermore, the nafse | 
of the actual flash comes to us from 
all along the lightning’s path. We 
hear first that at the beginning of the 
flash and jater the noise made toward 
the end of its path. When this is 
short and we are so situated with re- 
ference to it that the whole report 
reaches our ears almost simultaneous- 
ly, say ina quarter of a second, it 
sounds like one terrific thump oF 
crash. But if the electric arc is long 
and the noise takes two or three sec 
onds to reach us completely it trans- 
lates itself into a long, tearing roar. 
Thus you may judge of the character 
of a lightning flash from its own re 
port of proceedings.

The latest studies on the subject of 
the number as well as the light of the 
stars, have been made at the Royal 
Observatory at’ Greenwich, England. 
The late Franklin Adams succeeded in 
making a set of 207 photographs cov- 
ering the entire sky. After counts 
were made on these pictures, from 
hich the brightness of the self-lum- 
inous bodies between practically the 
twelfth and seventeenth magnitudes 
could be inferrei, it was concluded 
that they recorded about 55,000,000 
stars. From this a formula was de 
termined showing the change of num- 
ber in others: With these figures it 
was reasoned that the aggregate num- 
ber of stars is not less than 1,000, 
000,000, probabiy not more than 2, 
900,000,000, and probably approximate- 
ly 1,600,000,000, the estimated present 
population of the earth In making 
computations it was inferred that 
there would be as many stars fainter 
than magnitude 23 or 24. as there are 
brighter.—From the September Pop- 
ular Mechanics Magazine,

Energy In the Sun 

At the distance of the earth from 
it (93,000,000 miles), the heat energy 
yearly expended by the sun is as great 
in amount as would be produced by 
the burning of sixty-six globes of the 
best anthracite coal, each as heavy as 
the earth, or 5,346 such globes, each 
equal in weight to the moon. But 
the greater part of this energy is, as 
far a8 we can see, expended upd 
empty space vecause, except where a 
planetary body is interposed in the 
path of the rays, there is nothing for 
them to act apon. Only about two- 
thousand-millionth of the sun’s radiant 
energy is intercepted by the earth and 
only about one two-hundred-and-twen- 
ty-five-millionth by all the >lanets to- 
gether. This ma!.es the sun look like 
a gigantic spencthrift, but if he did 
not radiate in every direction he would 
not be seen from distant space; he 
would not be a star among the stars, 
and who can say that what he ex- 
pends to make himself known and to 
maintain his rank in the universe, is 
not as well spent as the gratuities 
that he flings to his planets.—Garrett

The First Crude Ones shat Were Is- 
sued by Great Britain 


The adhesive postage stamp had its 
origin in England as a direct outcome 
of the postal reforms introduced by 
Sir Rowland Hill, whose master mind 
created not only the inestimable boon 
of penny postage, but the means by 
which it was carried into effect—the 
adhesive postage stamps. 4 

At the time of the passing of the 
uniform penny postage act in 1839 all 
postal charges were paid in cash (usu- 
ally on delivery) involving an enor- 
mous amount of bookkeeping on the 
part of the post office, which would 
have been increased a hundredfold 
when the reduced rates of postage 
came into force but for the suggestion 
of the great postal reformer for “a bit 
of paper just large enough to bear the 
stamp and coated at the back with a 
glutinous wash,” being subsequently 
embodied in the famous one penny 
black postage label and its consort, 
the twopence blue, which made their 
debut in May, 1840, and were the pro- 
genitors of all adhesive postage 
stamps. 

or three short years Great Britain 
enjoyed a monopoly of this novel and 
handy method of collecti:s postage, 
until in July, 1843, the enlightened 
empire of Brazil followed suit with a 
series of native manufacture, adorned 
with large numerals of value in place 
of a design. 

In 1848 the United States entered 
the field with two beautifully engrav- 
ed portraits of Franklin and Washing- 
ton, while the head of Ceres, the god- 
dess of agriculture, found place on the 
first stamps of the French republic. en- 
graved by the elder Barre, which 
made their debut on Jan. 1, 1849.— 
Strand Magazine.

Standards of Machinery 


The statemen: has frequently bees 
made that farm machinery isnot de 
signed so much as it it built-by rule 
of thumb. The fact that practically 
all of it must do its work while tra- 
velling over the ground makes econo 
my of power cand light weight the 
first consideration. Frequently the 
factor of safety in some important 
parts is cut to too low a point as a 
result and considerable experimenting 
is required before the machine is 
equally strong in every part. -It has 
been felt, however, by the manufac 
turers and educators who are mem 
bers of the American Society of Agrt- 
cultural Engineers that some basic 
principles could be worked. out in 
connection -with farmmmachinery. The 
committee on standards has made a 
good start in this direction, ‘but is 
first taking up some of the’ minor 
problems which cause a great deal 
of grief for both maker and user. The 
question of standardizing parts s9 
that the cost of repairs can bé re- 
duced is regarded one of first im- 
portance. Such matters as standard 
screw threads; height of wheel, width 
of tire and width of tread in wag- 
gons; plough sizes and shapes; sin- 
gletrees, doubletrees and eveners for 
implements, are all receiving atten- 
tion by the committee, of which Prof.
